Based 
upon the total wealth of Canada—including invest¬ 
ments abroad—of $30,250,000,000. The aggregate 
of foreign money invested in the Dominion represents 
about nineteen per cent, of that total. It may be 
divided as follows: United States, 10.8 per cent.; 
British 7.4 per cent.; and other countries O.ffc per 
cent. It also is interesting to note the. proportion of 
capital invested in Canadian railways, industries and 
finance in 1920 and at the beginning of the present 
year: The grand total in 1920 was $8,866.- 

000.000 and it now is $ 12.10Q.000.000. In 1920 
the percentage- of Canadian money in domestic in¬ 
vestments was 64.5 per cent., compared with 66.0 
per cent, on January I. In the interval British in¬ 
vestments in Canada dropped from 16.0 per cent, 
to 13.1 per cent., the United States increased her 
holdings from 17.4 per cent, to 19.3^ per cent.,_lh$ 
total of investments of other countries dropping from 
2.1 per cent, to 1.6 per cent. In other words, Can¬ 
ada has increased her financial strength in Canadian 
industry and finance very' considerably “since 1920, 
while her capacity to lend more than she requires to 
borrow explains in part the^Vfeason why commercial 
and financial leaders throughout the country and in 
other lands are enthusiastic about the Dominion's 
enhanced economic status among the nations of the 
world. * - 

We were reminded by one of Canada's leading 
banks recently that the country's exporl. of. capital 
has served to permit the Dominion to regain the con¬ 
trol of a number of her oen industries where con¬ 
trol had previously been held abroad. As examples 
of this movement, we may note particularly the se¬ 
curities of Goodyear Tires. Windsor Hotel. Hiram 
Walker Distillery. Acadia Sugar. Canadian Bronze, 
Cosmos Imperial Mills.

COME PEOPLE SEEM TO HAVE THE 

^ idea that Canada should retain all her raw 
materials and manufacture them into the finished 
product. It would be an excellent arrangement if 
it were practicable; but it is not. Let us sec how 
die Dominion would fare economically if a system 
of high duties and embargoes were to be established 
on a scale which some often advocate. The Can¬ 
adian textile trade will serve as a fairly convincing 
example of the hollowness of the argument. "I*he 
cotton manufacturing industry in this country fur¬ 
nishes employment for something like 20.000 people 
with an annual payroll of approximately $15,000,- 
000. Capital invested amounts to $80,000,000. 
Canada-does not produce the raw cotton which this 
industry require*. >he has to import it from lh_* 
United States and pay between $25VOOO.OOO and 
eS 3Q . QQQ . Q0Q -a-year lor *L This, ia la- coodrtio n 
which we cannot escape. Cotton will not grow in 
Canada. Either we must import it or let our in» 
dustry languish and die. * 

We have been told on many occasions that Can¬ 
ada is merely growing raw materials for United 
States factories. This is less than half the truth. 
Canada imports and must import large quantities of 
raw materials in order that she may run her industries, 
give her people employment, and send her manufac¬ 
tured goods to the markets of the world. In return 
for these she must export some of her own raw ma¬ 
terials. I*his exchange is the fundamental basis upon 
which the world's trade flows between nation and. 
nation. What many of our people do not realize, 
however, is the fact that the United States exports 
more raw materials'in proportion to manufactured 
articles than Canada does. Now suppose this Do¬ 
minion were to puf an embargo upon, the export of 
some of the raw product* which the neighboring re¬ 
public draws from us—or impose an export duty, 
which would amount to practically rhe same thing-^- 
would we have any ground for complaint if the United 
States imposed similar restrictions upon the export of 
the raw products which are so essential to our in¬ 
dustrial plants? An understanding of elementary 
economics answers the question.

country whose whole industrial fabric is dependent 
upon the raw materials which she imports from alt 
over the world. She is able to meet only a fraction 
of her own requirements* Were she to inaugurate a 
system such as some of our “economists” advocate, 
the soon would find herself in the throes of an economic 
collapse.

have been flying continually for more than four 
days in a heavicr-than-air machine. At this writing 
it looks as if they will he able to beat the record 
for continuous flight at present held by the French 
dirigible, Dtxhuidc. whiciL .jfmaiftrrl aloft, io* 1.18 
hours.

A striking feature of the present flight, apart 
from its continuity, is the refueling process which al¬ 
ready has gone on nearly a score of times in mid-air, 
so far with complete success, but the world has 
ceased to marvel at what its aviators and aeronautical 
designers are doing. True, the California achieve¬ 
ment has caused something of a sensation everywhere; 
yet we venture to predict that in a very short time 
new marks m some branch of the science will be set 
and reached with comparative ease. For more than 
four days, however, the—machine itself,, its 'engines, 
and its human freight have come through one of the 
mast exacting, tests which could be imposed upon 
them. 

These men and their aeroplane have given u$ a 
sinking glimpse of what the future of aviation holds 
for the world, ftl last of the iacc of sceptics no 
doubt has about disappeared by this time.

T HE lut day of 1028 invited a ramble 
In Its cool and calm air, rainless but 
moist. My companion leaving the choice 
with me. I decided on the seafront of 
Esquimau, to ’’Svhlch I have been a 
stranger for several years. . # 


red brick buildings of the barracks struck one 
as freshly as ever with their suggestion of many 
English towns: color, design, uniformity., all 
quaintly exotic. The old road to Maclaughlln 
Point is little changed, except that It presents 
ahead a vision of great oil tanks. Once on* the 
rocks, however, and our backs to these excrescences, 
all seemed unchanged. The black dikes still cut 
the pale granodlorlte; the wind-stunted oaks that 
spread their gnarled branches along .the surface 
of the ground seemed to bear no visible mark 
of the passing years: the walls of ancient fault- 
planes still rose above the moss and thrift and 
water-soaked grass as if but lately come from 
some Titanic hands 


cullar to their class, along the edge of the rocks 
where they meet the sea. and at length came to 
rest Just behind a ledge on which two great 
gulls were resting. We approached to within 
about twenty feet of them and, as one after 
another appeared above* the ledge, first their 
heads, then their necks, and so till they were fully

Passing behind the little bay between Mac¬

Munro and Armit Streets lead through 
pleasant woods where cottonwood and alder and 
balsam fir mingle with Douglas fir and where the 
ground below u singularly free from undergrowth 
It Is a favorite haunt of that delicate and dainty 
flower, the little blue-white wood anemone. Lyall's, 
Turning down rraaer Street, we came to the 
large arbutus trees st the end. where It opens out 
on the grassy expanse above the rocks forming 
the shore The arbutuses have not the stateliness 
of the William Head ones, but they are fine 
trees, nevertheless. 

Along the eoaat at this point, marked on an 


old map as Cape Saxe, the pale granodlorlte is 
penetrated not only by dark andesite dikes, but 
by one wide intrusion of a-still paler rock, of 
similar composition but of much finer grain. It 
Is distinguishable by the extraordinarily Jagged 
appearance of its outcrop along the shore, so that 
It presents to the sea thousands of white teeth. 
Along the edges of Its contact with the grano- 
dlorlte a delicate banding can be seen 


southlands beyond the Equator the call of tho 
Esquimau peninsula might well cajl one horns. 

By winding trail and modern pavement, past 
rock cut* and ordered gardens we came at. last 
to old Esquimau, with Its mingling of past and 
present There in the wild shrubbery of a way¬ 
side garden we saw the bird-cherry, with its 
leaves opening from Ihe^buds. not here end there, 
but all over the bush.

We left town by the Johnson 8 treei Bridge 
end paid a passing call to the little bed of 
post-glacial shells exposed along the north side 
of the road in a cutting. When first I saw 
this bed st the time of the road’s beginning 
the shells were seen only in their original layers, 
but to-day they are abundantly scattered from 
top to base of the sloping debris of the bank. 
Half a dozen species are easily obtained by any¬ 
one interested In these remain* of denizens of 
even colder waters than those washing out shores 
at present.

Arrived there, the particles begfn to 
collect some of the moisture which la 
always present in the air. Moist dust 
la a fairlV good conductor of electricity, 
and Its presence where It should not be 
leads to all kinds of unwanted happen¬ 
ings. 

If It oollect# on valve-holders or coil- 
holders It provides little leakage patha 
for currents, which are only too ready 
to escape wlthotTt doing any uaefu* 
work Its presence there may reduce 
signal strength and flatten the tunihg 
so much that It la difficult to separata 
one station from another 

On panels Its effect may be similar, 
and If It la allowed to accumulate be¬ 
tween the vanes of condensers It m*y 
lead to (Tackles and bangs very like 
those produced by atmospheric. A 
coating of dust on the top of a high 
tension battery may mean small leak¬ 
ages of current, which cause the bat¬ 
tery to run down long before it should. 

To avoid dust, keep your receiving 
set covered up when it Is not m use.

Toronto Sheriff Wept 
At a Hanging in Early 
*Days of the Good City 

n> PROFFHSOR w T. ALLISON 


N OT a century ha* paseed since Toronto 
was a muddy iRtle town on the edge of 
the forest primeval. 

In looking back upon the life of 
Little York when Bishop -Strachan was 
In flower and Roredalo was a hilly farm we 
are glad that we were not alive Juat then, but 
wc must admit that it was a peppery period 
We read, for- example. In a new book with a 
somewhat cumbrous title. ' Miry's Ro#?dale and 
Gossip of Little York." by Alden G. Meredith, 
that m February. 1834. there was much dissension 
in Little York when some of the Tory yltlaens 
, Sheriff Jarvis at their head, carried a bll! through 
the House of Assembly which converted the town 
into a city bearing' the name Toronto TO-day 
we are rather fond of the Indian place names 
“"ao frequent in Canada and Judge them musical 
It la amusing, therefore, to read that various 
burgers pf Little York hated the new name To¬ 
ronto. first b e c a u s e Li. was Indiar. in origin and 
secondly because It hod *’a wild and terrific 
sound " York, they said, had a crisp, business¬ 
like sound. But the Yorkists lost In the legisla¬ 
tive battle and the name York passed out about 
the same time as the pillory, stocks and whipping 
post which once* stood in the old market place.

S IR JOHN MURRAY, who died at Brighton 
recently in hla seventy-eighth year, waa 
the fourth of his name to preside over 
- the destinies of the great publishing firm 
which wa* founded in 1768 toy a yo u n g 
Scots second lieutenant of marine*, who grew 
so tired of the slowness of promotion that in 
That .year, being, then twenty-two yean old. he 
left the service and established himself as a 
bookseller In Fleet 8 treet. 

Prom but^c selling he quickly advanced to 
book publishing, and one of bis earlleet ventures 
waa the famous "Curiosities In English Litera¬ 
ture." written by Isaac Disraeli, the father o t 
Lord Besconsfleltf 

It was this first John Murrey who estab¬ 
lished hla firm's connection and. at the um* 
lime, the boats of his fortune, with Byron He 
paid Byron some £20.000 for his writings, and 
the work which the late Sir John Murrey waa 
most proud to have published waa the excellent 
new and complete edition of Byron's poem* and 
teller* In twelve volumes, for which all the Byron 
paper* In the Murrey archives were drawn upon. 
No fnrt.imOi it may be guefeed. vu made out of 
that Venture, foe it covered year* and Involved 
. much labor and expense, but It was f Murray 
du»v to Englloh literature, and It was nobly 
done. 

More recently Sir John gave the world "Queen 
Victoria i Letters, a piece of publishing much 
to hi* mind, not only because it added to the 
Murrey literary association* with the royal famliy. 
but also because the work was bf considerable 
historical importance It was after the publica¬ 
tion of the last volume of tpe "Letters" that 
Sir Jbhn received the KC.VO. Belgium honored 
him with the Ordre de la Cou ran nr. and Greece, 
on the occasion of the Byron centenary, with 
the Order of the Redeemer 

Apart from bis business, the public heard 
little of John Murray the Fourth, but hla ac¬ 
tivities in other spheres were considerable He 
took a leading port on the foundation of the 
Publiattm* Association, and continued hlr. work 
in thl* connection until the end of his life. It * 
Is understood that (he last copyright bill was 
largely drafted In hla private house In Albemarle 
Street, one of the most Interesting houses in 
London, with Its memorials of Byron. Moore. Scott 
and other eminent authors connected with the 
house of Murrey. 

Sir John waa a capital speaker with a wise, 
quiet humor, which, until old age, often graced 
the oratory of literary and social dinner parties, 
and to the end of bU life he himself read before¬ 
hand' almost every manuscript his firm published 
He leaves a son—^ohn Murrey the Fifth—and a 
Usughte- * -— 


Arnold Bennett writea an Introduction for the 

_plays in which he cornea forward more in defence 

of Noel Coward theraan than the dramatist. He 
write* a great deal about the opposition en¬ 
countered by Mr. Coward in London, where ap¬ 
parently audience* attend the theatre bo th to 
enjoy hla play* and to hi**. Wha*- enrages them- 
Is Noel Coward’s fearlessness, hla youth, his lack 
of sentimentality, his theme*—If we follow Mr 
Bennett. 

"To be un*entlmental 1* the unforgivable sin 
on the fashionable stage.” write* Mr. Bennett, 
"you con choose and use with safety any subject 
on earth If you sentimentalize it.” 

Mr- Bennett mentions other quajltles of Noel 
Coward. He nay* that "he Is a master of natural 
dialogue, he la witty, he la humorous, he is a good 
constructor, he is full of resource, he la some¬ 
time*, very powerful, he !& nearly always true 
But he is never sentimental At anr rate I can 
recall no sentimentality of hla. That he ^hovild 
have achieved so much success without debasing 
htmsetf by Indulgence in wan t (m ent ali t y la the 
best Argument* for his authenticity aa a drama¬ 
tist. Unsontimentomy always thrive* on opposi¬ 
tion. And Noel Coward thrives.” 

Concluding. Ms. Bonnett admires the sound - 
ness and brilliance and originality of what Mr. 
Coward has already done, remlnaing us- that he 
is stlU under thirty and rich in promise 


The unsentimental quality 1* apparent tn the 
three plays in this book, but their originality la 
not so patent. None of the characters seem* very 
happy because of what destiny has done for him.

*irlp* to Tunis without her. The ties that bind 
them are. chiefly conventional, for three year* of 
married life have afforded them no mutual ex¬ 
periences worth having In tha absence of her 
husband an Impetuous Italian named Slrlo comes 
into her (lie. Hla wooing makes her slJ the more 
determined to give importance to the ties that 
bind her to her husband But when they break 
she goes to tlv* other extreme, refusing even her 
husbands matter-of-fact forgiveness and protec¬ 
tion A._ 

Mr Coward's unsentlmentaJIty is apparent 
when the romance, which never seemed very rosy 
from this side of the footlights, becomes a com¬ 
monplace domestic scramble, with flying teacups 
and the two principals mauling each other on the 
floor Slrlo departs weeping and Lucy is free, but 
tier last words suggest doubt of the value of her 
freedom 

"Home Chat" rests on rather ancient device*. 


The wife. Janet, la in a railroad accident, and the 
amazed husband and mother-in-law. etc., dis¬ 
cover that she waa found In a compartment with 
Peter, the fiance of Lavinla. Both wore their 
sleeping costume. Janet enters the home circle 
apparently oblivious of the temperature, secure 
In her knowledge that she merely gave Peter a 
berth because she had two and he hod none. 

Oldtimers may recognize this as the Identical 
situation In "Don." a play produced In 1910 or 
thereabout by the Drama Player* of New York 
Don finds the wife of a nonconformist preacher 
cast out of her home and gives her shelter in "an 
hotel.” He appears among his dozed relatives 
completely oblivious of being at-fault. The chief 
of the shocked relatives is a clergyman. From the 
day* of Henry Arthur Jone* on clergymen were 
always selected for the worst shocks, although 
they invariably knew more about human nature 
than maiden aunt* 

But "Home Chat” does not follow, "Don" 
further than that. Mr Coward interposes a stagy 
scene In which Janet and Peter engage in inti¬ 
mate talk In Peter's bedroom In order to shock 
the relatives still further When finally she does 
engage In an affair and proclaims It. they are 
convinced of her innocence. And the trusting 
husband la the one who, asking for forgiveness, 
confesses his love for another woman. 

The third play Is less real, dealing with a 
woman who. having lived lightly, becomes the 
queen of a small country and rejects' the man 
who heg* privileges as a lover. This theme of 
queens riMng to their duly la an old dramatic 
effect The fact that this queen U human does 
not change the climax much. 

It Is hard to understand why London audi¬ 
ences should be shocked by attitudes and by 
themes that they hear and see In plenty, hut you 
never can tell about Lonodon —PARRY HAN 8 EN.
